MOSCOW, Jan. 18.—The predic- 


tion was made by Leon  Trotzky, 
soviet Minister of War, in an inter- 
view today, that the coming Genoa 
economic conference would be a fail- 
ure “unless the United States enters 
it with a heavy hand’* and makes 
possible the finding of the center of 
the world political equilibrium. 
This, he added was 
ficult a task as it was for Archi- 
medes to find the center of gravi- 


tation. 

Trotzky’s interview, granted tothe 
foreign correspondents here, was the 
first of authorized mature he has 
given since the change in Russia's 
economic policy. 

“America’s attitude toward soviet 
Russia is enigmatic,” continued 
Trotzky. “She helps us more than 
any other nation in feeding the fam- 
ine sufferers, but refuses to voice 
ber political attitude. We are watch- 
ing this with regret, and hope her 
attitude will change. 

“We believe it to be due to the 
United States not being properly in- 
formed about the soviet govern- 
ment,” Trotzky added. 

Seven Americans Present. 

There were seven American corre- 
spondents, two Englishmen and oné 
Italian present, but regardless of 
what question was asked, Trotzky’s 
answer rarely failed to bring out 
some statement emphasizing the so- 
viet government's belief, that the 
Genoa conference would fail and Eu- 
rope could not be restored without 
American co-operation. 

“Russia is not for the League of 
Nations,” said the War Minister, 
“and if the Genoa conference turns 
into a League of Nations affair, it 
will be useless. 

“America will have nothing to do 
with the League of Nations, and 
neither will Russia. We want reali- 
ties, not phantoms.” 

Trotzky said the absence of France, 
should she decide not to be pres- 
ent, would not prevent Russia from 
participation in the’ Genoa confer- 
ence if the United States did so, and 
he was hopeful of a successful out- 
come for the conference if America 
took part whole-heartedly. 

Trotzky said that Russia would not 
g0 to the conference with any idea 
of outlinning its program, but in the 
belief that all the world troubles 
growing out of the war would be 
considered. 

Attitude on Disarmament. 

When queried as to the soviet gov- 
ernment’s attitude toward general 
disarmament, Trotzky said Russia 
favored such a program, but was 
skeptical regarding the attitude of 
France, 

As to the reparations question, the 
War Minister smilingly remarked 
that Russia had so many repairs to 
make at home she hadn't much time 
to help other peoples.

to the Senate by the Federal Trade 
Commission. 

The three companies, the commis- 
sion geclared in giving the results of 
an investigation ordered under a res- 
olution by Senator Smith, Democrat, 
South. Carolina, were formerly part 
of the ‘‘Tobacco Trust” dissolved by 
the Supreme Court. 

The R. J. Reynolds company, the 
report said, was not a party to the 
alleged conspiracies and was com- 
mended for its opposition. The com- 
mission promised prosecutions 
where the evidence disclosed there 
had been violations of law. 

There was no conclusive evidence, 
the commission stated, of collusion 
to depress the prices paid growers 
for the 1920 leaf crop. The commis- 
sion added, however, that it appeared 
that a few large buyers had a domi- 
nant position and each purchased 
only a certain percentage of the of- 
ferings. 

“Common buying agencles were 
used,’”’ the report said, “and secret 
purchases were made through inde- 
pendent dealers, while the ultimate 
purehasers held off the market or 
practically sold.”’ 

Commission’s Findings. 

Findings of fact reported by the 
commission included: 

“That, beginning with the spring 
of 1921, there was a nation-wide 
movement having for its object the 
organization of a jobbers’ association 
to fix prices by eliguinating price 
cutting among jobbers. This move- 
ment was fostered and aided princi- 
pally by the American Tobacco Co., 
P. Lorillard Co. and Liggett & Myers 
Tobacco Co., followed by the To- 
bacco Products Corporation, Bloch 
Brothers Tobacco Co. and the Scott 
Dillon Co. 

“Certain of these manufacturers, 
in combination with the jobbers, re- 
fused to sell to those jobbers who 
cut below the prices established by 
the jobbers’ association. 

“Combinations of jobbers against 
price-cutters were greatly encour- 
aged by certain circulars sent to the 
trade by some of the manufacturers 
named. 

“A few cases were found where 
the jobbers went so far as to enter 
into a signed agreement with each 
other to maintain prices.” 


“Letters in the possession of the;

STEFANSSON'S DEFENSE 


B. M. McConnell Denies Other 
Members of Party Were Not 
Permitted to Write for Pay. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—B. M Me- 
Connell,: secretary ,to Vilhjalmur 
Stefansson during the explorer’s 
dash for the North Pole in 1913, took 
exception yesterday to a etatement 
from Montreal Monday, which 
Prof. J. J: O'Neill of McGill Univer- 
sity and a member of the southern 
wing of the Stefansson party in 1913, 
charged the explorer with §! 
“sybordinated the interests of 5s 
ence to his own personal advant ize,” 
and other offenses. MeConnell is 
now one of the editors of the Lit- 
erary Digest. 

“Siefansson received no salary 
whatever for the five years he spent 
in the Arctic,” McConnell said. “His 
only source of income is from writ- 
ing books and magazine articles and 
lecturing. To the charge O'Neill 
makes that Stefansson forbade any 
writing for publication by other 
members of the 1913 expedition I 
point to the fact that, although there 
was such an agreement in the be- 
ginning, one of the party wrote sev- 
eral articles for the New York 
World, and I wrote several maga- 
zine articles on the trip. Stefansson 
congratulated us both.

The 
after effects from influenza and gas 
are similar and there is no reason 
why influenza should not be one of 
the contributing causes of the condi- 
tions now so commonly attributed to 
gas. In fact, influenza should be five 
times more common as a cause of 
these conditions than gas.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 18.—An 
insurance war between reciprocal 
and old line insurance companies 
has developed through action of the 
insurance superintendents of Mis- 
souri and Indiana. It is the sequel 
to an attempt a year ago by reci- 
procal companies to obtain the en- 
actment of a law empowering the 
State Superintendent of Insurance 
to bar from Missouri insurance com- 
panies of other states which mads 
onerous requirements of Missouri 
companies. ” 


Because of a requirement in Illi- 
nois and Indiana that Missouri recip- 
rocal insurance companies m 
each deposit $25,000 either with the 
‘Insurance Department of Missouri, 
Indiana or Illinois to protect insur- 
ance in force, Superintendent Hyde 
of the Missouri department has no¢ 
tified the superintendents of the two 
other states that Illinois and Indiana 
companies will be barred from Mis- 
souri. 

Reciprocal Companies Beaten. 

Missouri long has had a law per- 
mitting the superintendent to make 
retaliatory rulings against companies 
of other states which had laws dis- 
criminating against Missouri com- 
panies. The reciprocals sought to 
amend this to give the same power . 
in case of rulings by other superin- 
tendents against Missouri companies. 
The measure was fought by nearly. 
all the old line insurance companies 
and was defeated. 

It was charged in hearings before 
the Senate Insurance Committee last 
winter that reciprocal insurance com- 
panies had laid the groundwork for 
the appointment of a reciprocal] in- 
surance man for State Superintend- 
ent, and that the Governor’s brother, 
Ben C. Hyde, was in on the plan. 
The man selected was R. W. Boley 
of Kansas Clity.. 

The fight on Boley was so strong 
that Gov. Hyde decided he could not 
appoint him, but instead chose his 
brother, who was Boley’s chief sup- 
porter. Supt. Hyde has no insur- 
ance interests. : 
Missouri Reciprocals Barred. 

The situation regarding Missouri 
reciprocals came to a head yester- 
day when Commissioner McMurray 
of Indiana announced an.order bar- 
ring all Missouri insurance compa- 
nies from doing business in Indiana. 
He said the order was the result of 
correspondence with Supt. Hyde of 
Missouri. 

When McMurray made the order 
for a $25,000 deposit by each Mis- 
souril reciprocal, Hyde notified him 
enforcement of the order would 
mean that all Indiana companies, re. 
ciprocals or old line, would be 
barred from. Missouri.

It is apparent, from the lack of Interest ex- 
hibited, that the people of the Central West. 
generally speaking, are not thoroughly alive to 
the situation that confronts them with réfer- 
ence to Pacific Coast traffic, both east and west 
bound, and the fact that by reason of the low 
water rates applying between the Pacific Coast 
and Atlantic seaboard ports, the Middle West 
is effectively shut out from. competition with 
the Atlantic seaboard in securing traffic to or 
from the Pacific Coast. 

The water rates are so low today that tn 
many cases, both on east and west bound bust- 
ness, it is possible to ship between San Fran- 
cisco or Los Angeles on the one hand and New 
York on the other, by water and by rail be- 
tween Chicago and New York, including the 
cost of transferring, and thereby secure a lower 
rate than applies direct between Chicago and 
the Pacific Coast. This means that the manu- 
facturer in Chicago or any other point in the 
Mississipp! Valley, in competing for business on 
the Pacific Coast, is at a disadvantage with the 
manufacturer on the Atlantic seaboard by just 
so much as the rail rate amounts to from Chi- 
cago to New York. This is a big handicap, and 
in most cases would effectively shut out com- 
petition. The same situation prevails on prod- 
ucts moving from the Pacific Coast eastbound. 

Now, it is about time the Middle West woke 
up and realized that under the present: basis 
of rates and with the present aituation as it ex- 
ists, the Panama Canal ts one of the biggest 
disasters that ever happened to the Middle 
West. Some solution of this situation must be 
found. The first ia an adjustment of the all- 
rall rates that will provide a rate between Chi- 
cago territory and the Pacific Coast no higher 
than the rate from New York by water lines, 
and the attainment of this object depends upon 
the disposition of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to make such a rate adfustment, 
which would involve violation of the long-and- 
short-haul clause of the interstate commerce 
act at intefmediate points, against which the 
intermountain territoryehas been strenuously 
protesting for over 10 years.

Does the Average American Waste Food? 


H. G. Wells Says We Leave Half Our Portions 
on Our Plates While They Starve in Europe 


— 


By Marguerite Martyn. 

What H. G. Wells said in a farewell 
interview to a correspondent of the 
‘Post-Dispatch, to the effect that he 
was appalled at the waste of food in 
this country, inspired me to go be- 
hind the scenes in some of the best- 
known restaurants here to observe 
eonditions with regard to this sub- 
ject. 

“*Coming as I do from starving Eu- 
rope,” said Mr. Wells, “I cannot help 
being impressed by the tremendous 
wastage of food in this country. 
‘There is not food to waste anywhere 
in E@rope, not even in England. Yet 
Were I never go to a restaurant with- 
out being forced to leave half my 
portion on my plate. And when I see 
half a slice of roast beef that is des- 
tined to be thrown away, I cannot 
@seape the thought of the hungry 
‘man or woman to whom it would 
‘mean so much, in Russia, where I 
was not so long ago.’ 

It has been strikingly brought 
home to us this winter by Mr. 
Branke’s bread line, extending round 
the Building of his coffee plant every 
mérning and evening, that there are 
Miafy persons in actual want of food. 
Tf'tn some other quarters food is be- 
img wasted, certainly a problem is put 
Wp to us for consideration. 

“" At'the Statler Hotel I was told the 
man I should seek as my informant 
Was T, V. Loran, statistician. I do 
not know that any other hotel in the 
‘city employs such a functionary, but I 
‘could see how he must be something 
more than a luxury to a system as ex- 
tefisive as that of the Statler chain of 
hotels. 

" The statistician is able to put his 
firiger on any discrepancy between in- 
come and outlay and stocks on hand 
aud make reports from all depart-

the hotel at some future period. 

93,639 Meals in Month. 

“Six hundred employes in the St. 
Louis hotel of the company, an av- 
erage of 1800 to 2000 meals served 
im—the cafeteria per day: 2000 to 
2500 meals served outside the cafe- 
teria; 93.639 meals served in the 
month of December’’—such figures 
roll readily from his tongue. In his 
office were long tables at which sat 
young women with charts before 
them, analyzing checks returned 
from the dining rooms and cafeteria. 
checking off each item noted there- 
on and making corresponding no- 
tations on the charts. 

“Before prohibition hotel ac- 
counting could be handled ina much 
looser fashion,” explained the statis- 
tician. “The profits of the bar could 
be depended upon to take care of 
any deficit in the commissary de- 
partment. But now, in order to 
maintain this large staff and over- 
head expense at a reasonable profit, 
each detail must be minutely ac- 
counted for. By our system of ac- 
counting we can intelligently tel! why 
@ given article of food is priced ex- 
actly as it is: One advantage we have 
over hotels not belonging to a sys- 
term is that we can check up on our 
Stewards and Purchasing agents, 
comparing results obtained by those 
here, for example, to those in Buffalo 
or Cleveland, taking into account, of 
course, differing local conditions of 
the markets. 

“Naturally my chief function is to 
guard against waste,” he continued.

Perishable foods 
are purchased in small quantities 
from meal to meal. The cafeteria 
takes care of any surplus that May 
have been prepared for the dining 
rooms. The employes’ dining room 
takes care of all parts of meat, fowl, 
etc.. that we are obliged to buy in 
order to get the right size and cuts 
for the high-priced orders. The only 
waste over which we have no con- 
trol is that returned from the tables. 
That is pure waste. We must gauge 
portions served to the appetite of 
the average eater. It would not be 
to our advantage to serve larger por- 
tions than are to be consumed, even 
though it is all paid for, and we keep 
the returns and 
try to measure portions accordingly. 
The person who orders prime roast 
of beef and is not able to eat the 
entire slice should take into account 
the fact that you have to have size 
and thickness in order to obtain the 
prime quality of beef.” 

Visit to the Kitchen. 

A trip through the kitchen re- 
vealed surprisingly few garbage cans. 
It was to be observed how backs and 
even feet of fowls were being saved 
for the soup kettle. Extraneous 
piles of fat and suet were being con- 
served for the reduction plants. A 
soap kettle was boiling to take care 
of certain skimmings of grease. Re- 
frigerated storage rooms revealed 
surprisingly small quantities of foods 
on hand. A peep into the ice cream 
man’s refrigerator disclosed there 
Were in reserve merely samples of 
the confections on the bill of fare. 
Similarly pies and cakes were being 
prepared while the noonday meal 
was in progress. And upon the trays 
in the pantry through which the bus- 
boys came from the dining room it 
was to be noted that some returned 
dishes contained a good deal of 
refuse; others were well cleaned. 
There was a great waste of bread 
and butter. Untouched rolls were 
being dumped with other scraps into 
garbage receptacles, which seemed a 
pity.. Later, at the Jefferson Hotel. 
I was told that the waste bread is 
saved for charitable institutions to 
be used as food for poultry. 

“I do not believe hotel people can 
be charged with willful waste,”’ said 
Mr. Loran. “If people order more
